Some doubt wawm expressed In the Le-
glon at first ns to the accuracy eof
Billy's tales of travel before he came to
fight for France, but when every de-
scriptiva word he uttered Invariably
was confirmed by other members of
the Legion who had seen the far spols
he mentloned In his casual and fascl- |
natlng conversations scepiicism faded.
He was wounded in the head In the
Champagne fight, but kept on fighting
without loas of time. A second wound
resulted in the report of his death, but
ho refused to die In fact and Is recov-

ering.

“Our men Invariably hava bheen
plucky. Injury haa not discouraged
them. No Frenchman has shown

grealer persistence In his Nghting, for
example, than Nelson Larson, an
American sallor, who was killed upon
the day of American independence lust
yoar. He had had his Jaw shot away
In Junes of the previous year, but had
refused to be invallded out of the army.

“Henry Claude and Arthur Barry,
both of Massachusetta, soldiers of the
lLegion, had another point In common,
for both had served as gunners on the
U'nited States ship Dakota before they
| Joined the Foreign Legion's ranks.
They are fighling gallantly.

“SBoulh America has a very large
representation. 1 have Kknown two
Peruvian Capteins and one Chilean of-
feer, There are Chinamen {n the Le-
glon and some Japancee, A Norweglan
Legionnalre, n Lieutenant and ono of

"“The Legion docs not draw the color
Hne, A conl black Ahyssinian is to-day
a sergeant in command of whitle men
and several American blucks are serv-
Ing in the corps, Another soldier of
the Leglon Is a Gold Coast negro who
recently was studying in the United
Etates forelgn missionary service. He
concluded, he snys, that he could serve
God better aa a soldier of the Leglon
than he could ne A missionary. I.think,
but am not certain, that he has been
killed.

“For a time a Hapsburg Prince was
amon® the Teutons in the Legion, but
he was killed. Germany hus no more
bitter enemy among the fighting men
In France than an AdJutunt from
Munich, to-da¥ at the front in aplite of
four wounds from German bullets, He
had served sixteen years with the Le-
Kion before the war began. Two Aus-
trinn  Adjutants who were with the
Legion recontly were killed by the ex-
plosion of the sama German shell.

“My first corporal was n gaunt
Saxon named Weldman, He was killed
just after the Arst war Chrlstmas, HA
hiud served in the German army and
had been fifteen years In the Leglon.

day morning, routed our member of

"We went at once to the French
Embassy and offered our services. No

“August Z6 at R o'clock in the
morning we arrived In Paris. On the
following day we wemt to the Invalides
and ewlisted In the Foreign Leglom,
AL 8 o'clock the next morning we were
on a military train steaming out of the
Lare Bt, Larare for Rouen, where we
were to traln,

“The Germans, then, wers getting

close to Paris, and closer still to
Rouen. Tn cattle cart wo wore sent
on to Toulouse—iwenty Americans,

460 English and thousands of volun-
teers of other nutlonalitles, At Tou-
louse wg were tenined for four weeks, |
and then all men who had au-r\'ml|
under fire in nny army wers asked'
Lo volunteer for Immedinte depurture |
to the front,

"Wo never had been under fire or |
In any army, bt we wvolunteered.
Every Amerlean but two lied llke &
gentleman and sald he had seen sor-

viee” Our corporal later remarked
that the serviee we had seen had |
very poorly drilled us, bt we ex-

plained  (through a happy thought)
that It hed been In Mexleo, with the
guerrillas, who think very little and
know less of military deill
“Strange tales were told by those
Americans wha wished to get irfito the
ght at once.  Lincoln Chalkoff of |
rooklyn clalmed five yvears in the.

Research Has Settled Controversy Be-
tween Mr. Munn and Mr. Cochran
Regarding Origin of Their Pictures

ITHIN the last few days con-
\V clusive evidenca has been
gathered which brings (o a
close the amicable controversy of five
years botween Charles Allen Munn of
the Belentific American and Alexander
Smith Cochran as to the pedigrees of
thelr respective Gilbort Stuart por-
tralts of General Washington.

Hach owner had asserted that his
portralt of Washington was the one
which eames from * Scott, Esq,,
fancaster, Perm.” mentloned in the
manuseript of Stuart as one of the
gentlemen who “are to have coples of
the portralt of the President of the
United States” Mr. Munn insisted
that Mr. Cochran should remove from
the Stuart Washington in the Manor
Houre In Yonkers the Inscription de-
cluring that It was the Scotf portrait
mentioned, Mr. Cochran ealled In
Charles Henry Hart, a well known
historical student and authority on
American art, saying that he would
abide by the results of Mr. Hart's in-
vestigation,

At no time has there been any quoes.
tion that both portraits were from the
hnnd of the American master Stuart,
although the history of the canvascs
has been the subject of one of the most
prolonged, although entirely good
natured, disputes in the annale of
native art. The declsion follows close
upon an article published In Tue
Buxoay Sun of January 7 last warning

A couple of vears Befare the partralt
wis discoverad Charles Allen Munn
had purchased frofm Mrs, Anna IL
Mellly of Trenton, N. J. a replica of
Btuart's first portrait of Washington,
showing the right side of tha face,
with this pedigree furnished by Mrs.
Hellly: That the portralt had belonged
to her grandfather, Edward Brion,
who bought It about the time of his
marriigs In 1805 from the widow of
“Mr. Boott of Lancaster” and on his
death in. 1816 It became the property
widow, Mra. Reilly's grand-

1t was much easier o0 gl young
Rockwell to tell of his companions in
the Leglon than it wis to got him to
toll his own Interesting story,

Tmmedintely after the outhreak of
the war his brother and himself of-
fered thelr gervices to the French Con-
sul-General in New Orleans,

“We wrote 10 him,” Rockwell told
me, as he hitched into something more
nearly approaching comfort a painful
shoulder (dislocated for France), “that
many generations hack we could point
to & French ancestry of which we were
extremely proud. We sald that in
France wo saw that natlionad spirit
which was our idenl, We folt that at
that distance, my brother feit it on the
day when he waas killad, T gel it yet.

“Roth of us had =sald to one another
many times: °‘If France fights Ger-
many again wo shall fight with her.'
RBo on August 3, the day Wefors the
declaration of war, we thus offersd our
perviees, and at 10 o'clock thio next day
we telegraphed for berths on tha good
old American Line ship 8t.
